Iha rapidly changing global trade environment, the international competitiveness of Canadian industry 
is the key to growth and prosperity. Promoting improved performance by Canadian firms in the global 
marketplace is a central element of the mandates of Industry, Science and Technology Canada and 
International Trade Canada.

The industry is concentrated in Ontario, British Columbia 
and Quebec, which together produce almost 90 percent of the 
shipments. Approximately 1 400 people are employed in wine 
production (Figure 2). An additional 600 people are employed 
by wineries in retail and distribution functions and in the bottling 
operations of the Société des alcools du Québec. 

The industry is closely regulated, both at the federal and 
provincial levels. While significant regulatory changes have 
come about in recent years, regulations continue to influence 
the structure of the industry, the cost of production, product 
pricing and marketing practices. 

Grape purchases by Canadian wineries have an estimated 
farm gate value of $20 million to $23 million. Approximately 
750 full- and part-time grape growers supply the wineries. 
The wine industry in Ontario and British Columbia is closely 
linked to the grape-growing sector and, as such, is heavily 
influenced by agricultural policies. Ontario maintains blending 
requirements that limit the proportion of imported material in 
any one product. As part of a series of grower and industry 
adjustment measures, these restrictions were modified in 
1990 from a maximum of 25 percent imported inputs to 
75 percent. The Ontario industry is required to purchase 
a minimum of 25 000 tonnes of grapes, which is almost 
50 percent of the provincial grape crop. In 1991, the industry 
purchased 30 000 tonnes. The remainder of the grape crop is 
used for non-wine purposes, primarily juice, and to a lesser 
extent sold as fresh fruit. 

There are no longer domestic grape content requirements, 
per Se, on wineries in British Columbia. As part of the adjustment

process to a more competitive market, British Columbia wineries 
are required to honour existing grower contracts until 1994. 
After that year, wineries will be free to source their grape require- 
ments either in Canada or from foreign sources. The Quebec 
wine industry is largely based on blending and bottling opera- 
tions using imported grape juices and wines, although there are 
several Small cottage wineries. Nova Scotia has several small 
estate wineries that produce wines from locally grown grapes. 
The larger commercial wineries in that province are permitted 

to blend imported ingredients. 

The grape-growing regions of Canada are at approxi- 
mately the same latitude as the vineyards of France and 
Germany. The Annapolis Valley is not only within this range, 
but its soils are very similar to those of the Rhine Valley. 
Ontario's vineyards are slightly south of France’s Burgundy 
region. British Columbia's vineyards, concentrated in the 
Okanagan and to a lesser extent on the coast, are on the 
northern fringes of the grape-growing latitudes corresponding 
to the lower Rhine. 

In all provinces, wines are sold to the public through 
liquor board outlets, although British Columbia and Alberta 
also allow private wine stores to carry a range of both domestic 
and imported products. Ontario permits a number of winery- 
owned outlets that retail only provincially produced wines. 
Quebec requires that any wine sold in grocery stores be bottled 
in the province. In all provinces, wines may be sold directly 
from the winery. In the past, provincial liquor control agency 
practices related to listings, distribution and price markups 
favoured the sale of that province's provincially produced 
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wines over other domestic or imported products. These prac- 
tices have been modified for products imported into Canada; 
however, wines produced in other provinces continue to face 
discrimination in the major wine-producing provinces. 

There is a high degree of corporate concentration in the 
wine industry. Four companies supply more than 70 percent 
of the market for domestic wine. Andrés Wines and T.G. Bright 
and Co. are publicly traded; Cartier Wines & Beverages (for- 
merly Chateau-Gai and Casabello) is employee-owned; and 
Calona Wines is owned by Potter International. The Quebec 
provincial government, through its bottling operations, is also 
a major wine supplier in Canada. 

There are a number of estate and smaller cottage wineries 
producing premium varietal wines, generally using grapes 
from their own and neighbouring vineyards. These wineries, 
however, currently account for only 4 percent of the Canadian 
market. A number of wineries also act as import agents for 
foreign wineries exporting to Canada. 

Canadian wine quality has greatly improved over the 
years, and many Canadian wines have won awards in presti- 
gious international competitions (see page 10). Consumer 
awareness of these developments and recognition of this 
success have generally lagged behind the pace of the 
improvements. As a result, the industry has recently under- 
taken marketing efforts to generate greater public awareness 
of these major improvements. 


Performance 

Since the mid-1970s, there has been a gradual shift 
away from the consumption of all alcohol-containing bever- 
ages in Canada. Wine was the only category that ran counter 
to the trend. Per capita consumption of wine increased until 
1985, then steadily decreased from a peak of 1.66 litres of 
absolute alcohol (LAB) to 1.48 LAB in 1989 (approximately 
11 litres of wine). 

In major wine-producing countries, consumption is 
much higher than in Canada but is also declining at a more 
rapid rate. Between 1979 and 1989, per capita consumption 
of wine in the major wine-producing countries declined by 
more than 20 percent. In 1989, per capita consumption in 
France fell to 89 litres and in Italy it was 87 litres. 

With the implementation of the Canada-U.S. Free 
Trade Agreement (FTA) on 1 January 1989 and the response 
to Canada’s international obligations under the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), the Canadian wine 
industry faced unprecedented changes. In anticipation of 
increased competition in the Canadian market, governments, 
growers and wineries joined together to address the compet- 
itive pressures and ensure a viable Canadian grape and 
wine industry. 


"Growers were encouraged to remove from production 
the hardy labrusca grapes that had previously been the core 
of the industry but that were no longer suitable for producing 
the drier wines currently demanded by the major markets. 
Some growers have chosen to withdraw from the industry, 
and land in production has dropped. Others have replanted 
their vineyards with more desirable vinifera varieties. This 
replanting has resulted in a decline in grape output because 
regenerated vineyards require five to seven years to become 
commercially viable. Provincial domestic content policies 
have been eased, and the wine industry is allowed greater 
flexibility in sourcing of inputs. The industry has developed 
domestic product standards, closely based on international 
standards, for premium wines. 

The wine industry has adapted by concentrating on 
premium quality wines and introducing new products such 
as “blush” wines and ice wines into the market. Wineries 
have introduced new product lines or have repackaged their 
wines to develop a more upscale image. Wine coolers, which 
provided an outlet for wines from fruits other than grapes, 
have declined in market share. They represented less than 
5 percent of the total wine market in 1990. 

Domestic wines have lost market share in Canada from 
59.2 percent in 1988 to 42.0 percent in 1990. Both imports 
and domestic wines have experienced decreases in absolute 
sales volumes. There are indications that market share losses 
by Canadian wineries moderated by the end of 1991. In fact, 
in that year, Canadian wines posted a 1.8 percent increase in 
market share in Ontario and a 0.2 percent increase nationally. 

By 1991, the industry estimates that the number of 
wineries operating in Canada had grown to over 60 establish- 
ments. This growth has been attributed to an increase in 
estate wineries, which are small and account for a small 
proportion of the employment in the sector. This increase, 
coupled with expansion and modernization programs of 
existing wineries, brought new investment in 1990 to almost 
$10 million. : 


Strengths and Weaknesses 


Structural Factors 

Development of the Canadian wine industry must be 
viewed in the context of the regulatory environment that influ- 
ences its operations. Aside from regulations, the major factors 
affecting the competitiveness of wine production are access to 
competitively priced grapes of suitable varieties and quality; 
flexibility to produce wines in response to changing consumer 
tastes; consumer perception of product quality; and, for low- 
priced wines, economies of scale. 
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The provincial governments of British Columbia and 
Ontario, jointly with the federal government, implemented 
grape and wine adjustment programs to assist their industries 
in making the transition to the more open trading environment 
brought about by the FTA and GATT. These programs include 
incentives for growers to remove surplus and undesirable 
grape vines, income stabilization to growers, allowing winer- 
ies access to more competitively priced domestic grapes, 
assistance for research and development, and some marketing 
assistance. In addition, a market development program jointly 
funded by Industry, Science and Technology Canada and 
Agriculture Canada supports generic promotional activity 
intended to assist the industry in making the rapid transition 
to a more open market. 

Premium grape prices in Canada remain marginally 
higher than those in California, although the gap is narrowing. 
Grapes used for low- to mid-priced table wines are still about 
50 percent higher in price for Canadian wineries than for their 
U.S. counterparts. 

While wine grape acreage Is declining worldwide, grape 
production has increased as new viticultural practices make 
vineyards more productive. This is especially true in Europe, 
where wine consumption decreased as production increased. 
These trends have resulted in a wine surplus. 

The Canadian wine industry has already undergone major 
rationalization as some wineries have closed. Fragmentation 
of the Canadian market remains because interprovincial barri- 
ers to trade impede the free movement of domestic wines 
across Canada. These barriers limit the opportunity for major 
wineries to completely rationalize production and achieve max- 
imum production efficiencies. The smaller, estate wineries are 
also constrained by these barriers from serving the entire 
Canadian market. 

Domestic wines may be retailed at the winery and may 
have access to wider distribution systems than imported 
wines through either winery outlets or company retail stores, 
but less than 5 percent of domestic wines are sold through 
these channels. Quebec domestic wines get an additional 
boost by being sold through grocery stores in that province. 

Both European and U.S. vintners have cost advantages 
over Canadian vintners because they can secure grapes at 
somewhat lower prices. More importantly, they have marketing 
advantages that stem from their established reputations and 
brand recognition. Where developed and recognized, appella- 
tions have been used to denote particular styles or qualities of 
wines associated with specific geographic areas. Appellation 
use has had a significant influence in the marketing of these 
wines. In France, for example, the Appellation Bordeaux 
contrélée designation tells a consumer that the wine comes 
from the specific region of Bordeaux and meets certain 


standards. While the majority of wines produced in the world 
do not meet the standards required of appellation-bearing 
wines, consumer confidence is higher in products originating 
from countries with appellation systems. 

Until recently, Canada did not have a recognized appel- 
lation system for Canadian wines. Canadian wineries rallied 
together to formally establish viticultural areas and to set 
industry standards for premium wines. Canada now has nine 
recognized viticultural areas. These are the Northumberland 
Strait, Annapolis Valley, the Niagara Peninsula, Pelee Island, 
Lake Erie North Shore, Okanagan Valley, Similkameen Valley, 
Fraser Valley and Vancouver Island. The Vintners Quality 
Alliance (VQA) has been adopted as the designation for 
premium quality wines made wholly from Canadian-grown 
grapes and meeting strict quality and labelling standards. 


Trade-Related Factors 

Tariffs on wine products are low and have little influ- 
ence on the trade in wine. Canadian tariff rates are C$0.04 
per litre for still-grape wines while U.S. tariffs are higher at 
U.S.$0.09 per litre. 

Of greater importance than tariffs in influencing trade are 
market access and distribution. In Canada, provincial govern- 
ments, through their liquor distribution agencies, control mar- 
ket access and pricing structures through listing, distribution 
and pricing practices. These practices were major irritants to 
Canada’s trading partners. 

Under the FTA, national treatment was granted to wines 
for listings and distribution. National treatment specifies that 
Canadian and U.S. wines are to be treated equally in both 
countries. An administrative appeal process was established 
by provinces to review disputed listing decisions. Differences 
in price markups in excess of those justified by costs of service 
were reduced by 25 percent on 1 January 1989, the effective 
date of the FTA, with a further 25 percent reduction the following 
January. The remaining differences are being removed in five 
annual, equal steps. Tariffs are being phased out in ten annual, 
equal increments beginning with the commencement of the FTA. 

The FTA allowed Quebec to continue its requirement that 
wine sold in grocery stores be bottled in the province, provided 
there are alternative outlets, such as the liquor stores, available 
for U.S. wines; private wine stores in British Columbia and 
Ontario were permitted to continue operating; and existing 
listings of estate wineries in British Columbia could be 
retained. Under the FTA, U.S. state-controlled liquor agencies, 
which are the equivalent of Canada’s liquor control boards, 
were required to accord Canadian wines national treatment. 

Prior to the FTA, the EC had launched a formal complaint 
regarding provincial liquor board practices with regard to 
listing, pricing and distribution. A 1987 GATT panel upheld

this complaint and found these practices to be inconsistent 
with Canada’s international trading obligations. An agreement, 
fashioned after the terms and conditions of the FTA, was 
subsequently reached with the EC and extended on a Most 
Favoured Nation (MFN) basis to all members of the GATT. 
The agreement provided for immediate national treatment for 
listings and distribution and for a more measured phasing out 
of the differences in price markups that extend beyond those 
accounted for by costs of service. 

Provincial liquor boards have sole authority to import 
wines into Canada; therefore, foreign exporters seeking sales 
in Canada have to deal with only 12 potential customers. The 
liquor boards import, warehouse and distribute imported wines 
to their various outlets. Canadian wineries, on the other hand, 
store their wines and distribute them to liquor board ware- 
houses on an as-required basis. Canadian wineries seeking to 
export to the United States and other countries have found their 
distribution systems to be complex and difficult to serve, par- 
ticularly for the limited volumes exported. The EC effectively 
restricts Canadian wine exports by refusing to recognize 
Canada’s wine grape varieties and viticultural areas. 

In 1991, Canada asked that a GATT panel examine recent 
changes to U.S. tax legislation that extended advantages to 
small U.S. breweries and wineries and discriminated against 
foreign-produced beer, wine and cider. Canada’s complaint 
also opposed a range of discriminatory state liquor regulations. 
The GATT panel has upheld Canada’s complaint. Negotiations 
between Canada and the United States are.now required. 


Technological Factors 

Winemaking is a traditional, mature technology. 
Although the basic process of fermentation remains, new 
equipment and processes are being adopted. Many of the 
Canadian vintners have been trained in the leading centres in 
Europe and the United States (California). The Canadian wine 
industry is considered to be as technologically advanced as 
its competitors in spite of being a relatively new producer of 
dry table wines. 


Evolving Environment 


Canadian wine consumption is declining, albeit at 
a slower pace than the consumption of beverage alcohol 
overall. However, there are good opportunities for Canadian 
wineries to compete in the smaller but stable and lucrative 
premium wine segment while still having a major presence 
in the overall table wine market. 

As the Canadian market becomes more open to imports, 
the remaining structural weaknesses of the industry could 


become more apparent. The industry has already undergone 
rationalization; however, major wineries will need to lower the 
cost of production further through additional rationalization 
and modernization. 

Wineries are likely to move towards increased bottling 
of imported wines for the low-priced table wine market to 
complement their domestic premium wines, but additional 
changes to policies must occur first. Impediments to the 
adjustment process lie in the interprovincial barriers to trade 
and the remaining content regulations imposed by some 
provincial governments. The extent to which the industry will 
be able to adjust successfully will depend on the removal of 
these barriers and the rate at which this is done. Since 1987, 
the Intergovernmental Committee of Ministers on Internal 
Trade has been seeking to negotiate an agreement to remove 
these barriers. 

As noted earlier, grape growers have already undergone 
significant adjustment. Greater attention is being paid to 
viticultural techniques to improve grape quality and increase 
vine productivity. Over 60 percent of British Columbia and 
34 percent of Ontario grape vines have been removed. Some 
vineyards have been replanted in preferred vinifera varieties. 
These vineyards will require a number of years to become 
commercially productive; however, when they do, domestic 
wineries will have increased opportunities to source premium 
grapes domestically. 

Efforts to gain international recognition of Canadian 
appellation and viticultural designations will continue on a 
bilateral basis with the EC as well as in broader multilateral 
trade negotiations on intellectual property. 

Canadian wineries have lost market share to imports. In 
1991, this trend started to show signs of reversing. The ori- 
gins of imports have also been gradually shifting with U.S., 
Australian, and South American wines gaining at the expense 
of traditional European wines. 

The Canadian industry has steadily improved its product 
due to the increased availability of better-quality and favoured 
varieties of grapes and the benefit of greater winemaking 
experience. The industry is now marketing the message of its 
international successes to Canadian consumers. Both Ontario 
and British Columbia are promoting wine routes to encourage 
both Canadians and international tourists to visit wineries and 
discover the improved quality for themselves. 


Competitiveness Assessment 


The Canadian industry currently operates in a highly 
regulated environment. While provincial trade barriers and 
wine content regulations continue to influence industry 
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competitiveness, significant changes have been made in these 
areas within the last three years, enabling the industry to adjust 
to the more open trading environment. 

As they have done in recent years, the major companies 
will continue to introduce new products and increase bottling 
and blending operations. These wineries will also continue to 
increase their production of premium domestic wines in order 
to have products in all wine categories. 

The Quebec segment of the industry, which is heavily 
based on the blending and bottling of imported wines, is 
competitive and is expected to remain so because it can freely 
source its inputs and sell its products in grocery stores. 

The cottage or estate wineries have established a niche 
in the mid- to premium-priced domestic market. Complete 
removal of interprovincial barriers could open up market 
opportunities on a national basis. While these wineries repre- 
sent a relatively small proportion of the Canadian industry, 
there is an allure associated with them, and they may have 
a positive influence in shifting consumer attitudes towards 
domestic wine. 

The export market will continue to offer an opportunity 
to increase the profile and image of Canadian wines but will 
remain a small portion of the industry.
